HEIGHT  OF  THE  TERROR. 

Tlu*  three  months  ami  three  week*  follow 
ing  Danton's  eml  were  tlu*  worst  part  of  the 
Terror,  which  cmloil  with  Robespierre’s  over¬ 
throw.  From  the  Itegiuning  of  March  to  the 
close  of  July.  1  T'.'l.  the  gmllotuie  was  steadily 
employed,  ami  tin-  nwfu!  re«p**nsibility- rests 
almost  wholly  ou  Rotiespierre.  He  tyntinu- 
ally  declared  tin*  republic  in  imminent  i>eril, 
and  that  it  could  only  tx-  pie-ervwl  by  in¬ 
creasing  the. uumU-r  of  victims.  A  new  tri¬ 
bunal  was  organize* l,  ami  any  sort  of  accusa¬ 
tion,  without  the  slightest  eiid'-nce.  was  suf¬ 
ficient  to  insure  the  death  of  the  accused. 

St.  J  list  ami  L'outbon  now  formed  with 
Robespierre  a  new  triumvirate  -the  *>|d  one 
had  been  composed  of  Marat.  Dantou  and 
Robespierre— and' the  convention  yielded  to 
all  its  demand*.  It  had  even  conceded  to  the 
tribunal  the  right  to  summon  before  it.  with¬ 
out  question,  the  deputies  themselves.  ijRuties- 
pierre  hiul  uitrodu*-e*i  what  hecallcl  the  wor¬ 
ship  of  the  Supreme  Being,  marking  it  by  an 
.ostentat unis  festival,  'vhich  avmel  espix-tally 
desigueii  b>r  his  ow  u  glorification.  The  three 
talked  glibly  of  the  attempt  of  tbeii-  enemies
